surface of the cap of the sample tube, the contact portions being formed in open end 
sides of the storing holes, and the contact portions respectively have notches at 
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portions thereof which face the axis. The closet prior art (considered to be JP 8- 
309232) lacks contact portions formed in open end sides of the storing holes and thus 
lacks contact portions having notches at portions that face the axis.
